The circulation is growing slowly. ' 

The shrubbery was trimmed last fall and ought 
to look much better next summer, unless the snow- 
slides ruin those next the walk. 

Book week was celebrated, with the co-opera- 
tion of all the schools, by very interesting exercises 
at the library. 

The beautiful new book shelves at the end of the 
Reading Room were made possible by the generosity 
of our dear friends, Miss Alice C. Kimball. 

The librarian attended Library summer school 
at Durham for two weeks in July, and came home 
filled with all sorts of good things. As one result, she 
has been able to bring the card catalogue up to 
date, so now our books are all properly catalogued, 
and those which have been discarded or lost, have 
been removed. 

Book mending was another thing learned, and 
many books have been restored. Some, however, are 
too far gone, and should be rebound. The Town 
History is in this class, and could probably be re- 
bound for about ninety cents. The library should 
have a fund for rebinding books so that they might 
be saved before it is too late. Most libraries have 
such a fund. 

Last spring, Miss Annable, Secretary of the Li- 
brary Commission, visited the library and discarded 
a large number of books; also re-arranged part of 
the shelves and now it is much easier to find things. 

A large box of books was sent to the North 
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Lyndeboro school, and Miss Smith took charge of 
them. 

We still have no suitable rug at the door, nor 
any brush broom to sweep the floor with. 

The Reading Room has about the usual number 
of good magazines.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyndeboro: 
| I submit my eighth annual report as Superintend- 
ent of Schools. 

School Organization 

There has been no change in the regular teach- 
ing staff since a year ago and this should be a matter 
of no little satisfaction to all. We have returned to 
the former practice of employing a music supervisor 
jointly with the other five towns of the supervisory 
union. For this position we secured Miss Anna G. 
Smith who was graduated from the three-year music 
supervisory course at the Keene Normal School last 
June. 

The statistical tables following this report show 
some decrease from last year in enrollment with 
practically the same per cent of attendance. The 
record of tardiness last year was extremely large 
but so far this year it has been greatly decreased. 


Supervision 

The testing program described in my last two 
reports has been conducted along the same lines. 
In addition to this the teachers are using standard 
tests and informal tests as checks upon their own 
work to an increasing extent. These teachers’ tests 
serve two purposes. The given the teacher definite 
data with which to check her own record of daily 
work on which to base the periodical reports of each 
pupil’s standing to the parents. They also indicate 
to the teacher those items of her teaching which 
need further emphasis or re-teaching. 


Program of Studies 
The Program of Studies for Grades One to Six 
in the elementary schools was revised during the 
year 1930 by committees of Superintendents and 
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teachers in the state and edited by the staff of the 
State Board of Education. This was a very complete 
revision and makes up a book of nearly five hundred 
pages covering all the subjects taught these grades 
in considerable detail. A chapter is devoted to each 
subject, stating the objectives, describing teaching 
processes, and outlining the subject matter in minute 
detail for the guidance of the teachers. 

The most extensive revision was in the subject 
of arithmetic and conforms to the conclusions of 
common practice and of research in the teaching of 
arithmetic. The chief departure from the former 
program is in making first grade arithmetic inci- 
dental rather than formal, that is, no definite at- 
tempt is to be made in the first grade to teach the 
combinations in either addition or multiplication. 

The chapter on reading has been enlarged and 
extended with very definite and helpful suggestions 
for the teaching of silent reading throughout grades 
four, five and six. The chapters on drawing and 
music have been made very concrete and definite. 
The same is true of the chapters devoted to health 
and physical education. There are also two chapters 
on the special problems of the rural school. 


Medical Inspection 
The medical inspection was made in November 
by the Wilton nurse, Mrs. Gilbert, in place of a phy- 
sician, with the following results: 
Number of pupils examined

Ten per cent or more underweight 
Defective vision 
Defective hearing 
Deformity 
Defective teeth 
Diseased tonsils 
Enlarged glands

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Notices of these defects were sent to the parents and 
Mrs. Gilbert will do as much follow-up and cor- 
rective work as funds will permit. 


Finances 

The budget offered for next year does not differ 
materially from that of last year with the exception 
of two items. The estimated cost of transportation 
has been reduced to $600 on the basis of actual cost 
this year. The estimate for high school tuitions is 
$1700 as compared with $2100 last year because 
there are more pupils graduating from high schools 
next June than there are eighth grade graduates to 
replace them next fall. 


Conclusion 

I fiid the work of the Lyndeboro schools pro- 
gressing satisfactorily and I attribute this not only 
to the efficient work of the teachers but to the inter- 
est and support of the School Board and citizens of 
the town.
